“In M aryland,” he said “no license 
is required if banns are published 


on three Sunday’s before marriage. In 
Ohio, the license is not required if 
banns are published ten day's before 
marriage. The requirement of a pre­ 
vious notice of intention of marriage 
is amost universal in the civil m arri­ 
age laws of Europe, and, therefore, 
there is nothing essentially new and 
untried in this proposed change inthe 
rn a m age law. 
“The five days notice provided in 
the proposed law is analogous to the 
old idea of publishing banns which 
has been practiced and tested for a 
thousand years in Europe 
and 
in 
some churches 
of 
America. 
The 
banns are usualy published for two 
or three Sundays so that five days is 
a short period compared with the pe­ 
riod which has for many generations 
been common in the publication of 
banns. 
Hence the proposed statute 
h a s the double 
indorsement of the 
long practice of the church and also 
the provision of the civil laws in the 
European countries. 
“The object of such a change in 


the law is to endeavor to prevent mar 
riage by people under age who false­ 
ly state tehir ages, fraudulent m arri­ 
ages, hasty marriages and the m ar­ 
riage other iof persons in violation of 
the marriage statute.” 
In Mr. 
Lockwood’s 
opinion, the 
present law, which provides against 
the marriage of physical and mental 
incompetents, has had no pronounced 
practical effect because the law is not 
self-enforcing. “The license clerk of 
Marion county told me that out of a 
total number of appicamts for m arri­ 
age licenses 
during 
the 
last 
five 
years probably twenty thousand, only 
two have admitted the possibility of 
being legally objectionable,” said Mr. 
Lockwood. “One woman said she had 
suffered from epilepsy and one man 
stated that he had tuberculosis. The 
five-day provision would enable the 
public to protect itself 
against the 
m arriage of the very seriously defec­ 
tive.”

The m easure was introduced 
by R epresentative Cravens, chairm an

and said to be slated for the position 
o f chairm an of the way s and m eans 
com m ittee ann the floor leadership of 
the m ajority . 
A chorus of “W e’re for 
it,” and “W e all need the m oney ,” 
greeted the introduction of this first 
supply m easure, 
and the 
bill 
was 
pushed through in short order. 
The 
senate did not w ait for the bill, which 
will reach it Monday afternoon. 
The 
bill, since it was for an appropriation, 
had to originate in the house. 


J o b Hunters Disa ppo inted. 
H ungry job hunters saw the session 
open and close in the bouse w ithout 
the covers being moved from the soup 
tureen. 
They were told th a t the stuff 
would be ready by Monday afternoon, 
when spoons would be handed out to 
the selected ones. 
R epresentative W. S. [Racey of Knox 
county is in charge df the plunder 
kitchen, and spent m uc t tim e in pre­ 
paring the m ess and listening to the 
favored ones.

book law for the common schools of 
ihe State. 
Mr. Greathouse declares 
¡.hat the law saved the school patrons 
of Indiana more than $3,500,000 in 
the twenty years or more that it has 
been w’orking. 
The State superintendent is very 
earnest in his urgent request for the 
county superintendents to assist him 
in avoiding the scene of two years 
ago in this legislature. He says that 
lobbyists for the book concerns made 
a concerted effort and almost suc­ 
ceeded in getting control 
of enough 
legislators to repeal the law. 
Mr. 
Greathouse has 
a ranged a 
large 
amount of data on the subject to put 
before the legislature in ease the as­ 
sault of two years 
ago is

against the law. That the book ei n~ 
cerns would 
repeal it is 
evidence 
enough that the law is detrimental to 
their business and a saving of money 
to the school patrons of Indiana.

Students of 
education are agreed that greater ef­ 
ficiency will result from the use of 
uniform text books than from a sys­ 
tem, which places one kind of books 
one place and another in another, so 
that there is a great lack of system.

Depot Is Largest Building Ev er Con­ 
structed and With Train Yards Cov ­ 
ers Twenty -three Acres—Electric Mo­ 
tors Three Times as Ex pensiv e as 
Steam Locomotiv es Are Used. 


One minu te after midnight on Nov . 
27 the Pennsy lv ania railroad opened 
its mammoth terminal on M anhattan 
Island to all trains. Those of the Long 
Island sy stem had u sed it, bu t nev er 
the throu gh trains to the west and 
sou th. 
Work on the Pennsy lv ania station 
was started May 1, 1U04, so that prac­ 
tically six y ears and sev en months 
were consu med in making the ex cav a­ 
tions for the fou ndation of the bu ild­ 
ing and in constru cting it. 
To clear 
the eight acres of grou nd occu pied by 
the station meant the razing of some 
5 00 bu ildings, among which were a 
nu mber of chu rches. 
The area of the station and y ard is 
twenty -eight acres, and in this there 
are six teen miles of track. 
The stor­ 
age tracks alone will hold 38 0 cars. 
The length of the twenty -one standing 
tracks at the station is 21,5 00 feet 
There are elev en passenger platforms, 
with twenty -fiv e baggage and ex press 
The highest point of the 
tracks in the station is nine feet below’ 
sea lev el. 
Dimensions of Terminal. 
The station bu ilding is 78 4 feet long 
and 430 feet wide. The av erage height 
abov e the street is 09 feet, while the 
max imum is 15 3 feet 
To light the 
building It takes abou t 500 electric arcs 
and 20,000 incandescents. 
More than 15 0.000 cu bic y ards of 
concrete were req u ired for the retain­ 
ing walls, fou ndations, street bridging 
and the su bstru ctu re. 
There are 05 0 
colu mns su pporting the station bu ild­ 
ing, and the greatest weight on any of 
these is 1,058 tons. 
The stonework of the station was 
completed on Ju ly 31. 1909. 
To in­ 
close this v ast area necessitated the 
bu ilding of ex terior walls aggregating 
2,45 8 feet, 
nearly 
half a 
mile, 
in 
length and has req u ired 490.000 cu bic 
feet of pink granite. 
In addition to the granite the con­ 
stru ction of this bu ilding has called 
for the u se of 27 .000 tons of steel.

for the pardon of W. S. Harlan, con­ 
victed of violation of the peonage law 
and sentenced to pay a fine of $5,000 
and 
be 
imprisoned 
for 
eighteen 
months. 
Harlan Is m anager of a 
great lumber and turpen tin e company 
doing business in Florida and Ala­ 
bama. 
“The government of the 
United 
States has been at great pains and 
co st to suppress peonage,” says the 
presiden t’s decision. “It is much more 
Mkely to be maintained successfully 
where, as in these cases, the laborers 
are foreigners and do not speak Eng­ 
lish and hardly know their rights. 
It 
is a kind of offense that is regarded 
lightly in some communities. 
If per­ 
m itted to live at all it will spread rap­ 
idly its demoralizing influence. 
“When therefore a man of high bus­ 
iness stan din g and large en terprises 
is convicted of the offense, the punish­ 
ment should be such as to deter others 
from the practice. 
Fines are not ef­ 
fective again st men of wealth. 
Im­ 
prisonm ent is necessary. 
I am well 
aware of the grievous character of 
confinement in jail to a man of Mr. 
H arlan 's standing, and I should be 
glad to yield to the urgent appeals of 
his many friends, but I cannot do so. 
I believe him to be guilty of the charge 
of which he was convicted. To retain 
and enforce the imprisonment part of 
the sentence will operate powerfully 
to prevent a recurrence of such of­ 
fenses by men of large affairs and 
business standing. To relieve such an 
one of penalty of imprisonment and 
when properly convicted and sentenc­ 
ed would be to break the authority of 
the law with those of power and in­ 
fluence and would tempt on their part 
further breaches. 
W hat is worse, it 
would give real ground for the con­ 
tention so often heard that it is only 
the poor criminals who are really pun­ 
ished.”
